Assuredly  this  is  a  prevailing  opinion  and  it  is 
certainly  founded  in  philosophy  and  facts. 

The  nleiical  brother  referred  to  at  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  this  article,  predicates  his  belief  in  enille«s 
misery,  upon  endless  sinning  as  the  cause!  He 
does  not  believe  that  God  punishes  man  world  with, 
out  end  fur  the  sins  cummiiied  in  this  life,  hut  for 
sins  which  he  will  continue  to  eominit  to  all  eter¬ 
nity.  But  if  the  attendant  conseipicnces  of  our 
jiresent  sins,  are  as  inconsiderable  as  he  would  rep- 
lesent,  what  assurance  has  he  that  our  misery  in 
the  future  state  will  exceed  the  sensations  produced 
liy  a  ‘  flea  bite’ ?  None  at  all.  Like  causes  must 
produce  like  ctrects,  whenever  and  wherever  they 
exist — in  time,  or  in  eternity.  If  it  can  be  shown 
that  any  membtr  or  members  of  the  human  family 
will  sin  to  ail  eternity,  I  shall  have  no  hesitation 
in  believing  in  emlless  misery  for  them:  but  my  be¬ 
lief  on  this  point  will  only  follow  from  my  convictions 
tliat  every  sin,  is,  and  ever  will  be,  productive  of  an 
amount  of  misery  ri|nivalerit  to  its  magnitude  or 
enormity.  The  noiion,  however,  that  man  will 
coniinne  to  sin  endlessly,  is  neither  scriptural, 
natural,  or  reasonable.  For  lie  will  either  continue 
a  responsible  agent,  or  lie  will  not.  If  not  respon¬ 
sible,  it  is  unjust  to  punish  him ;  and  if  responsible,  he 
must  possess  the  power  of  acting  and  of  doing  good, 
oi  evil,  us  choice  might  dictate.  And  it  is  con¬ 
trary  to  every  fact  that  a  man  would  voluntarily 
continue  in  a  course  of  conduct  which  he  knew 
wasonly  produciiveof  misery.and  that  continually. 
If  there  exists  in  the  creature  no  power  to  reform, 
or  in  other  words,  if  there  is,  and  can  be  ‘  no  change 
after  death,’  which  is  a  very  popular  doctrine  with 
some,  it  is  impossible  that  the  sinner  can  be  mo¬ 
rally  responsible  for  his  acts,  done  wiiliout  abflity 
to  do  diflerently.  In  such  case  God,  and  no  other 
being,  must  be  the  proprietor  of  his  (the  sinner’s) 
acts,  and  is  alone  responsible  therefor.  The  con¬ 
clusion  is,  that  the  due.irioe  directly  involves  God 
in  (he  creation  of  an  absolute  and  endless  evil, — an 
evil  which  it  is  impossible  be  can  overrule  fur 
good,  which  is  blasphemous. 

Thus  I  have  written  much  more  on  this  subject 
(ban  I  designed  at  the  commencement.  My  object 
has  been  to  counteract,  as  far  as  in  my  power,  the 
immoral  and  dangerous  sentiment  that  we  are  not 
punished  fur  our  sins,  that  the  consequences  of  our 
acts,  here,  are  unworthy  of  notice — mere  *  flea 
biles.’
